SIR: 

Applicants respectfully request the Commissioner to accept the enclosed Response to 
the Notice to File Missing Parts for the above-identified application as being timely filed. 
Although Applicants have recently learned that a Notice to File Missing Parts was mailed on 
April 23, 2004, Applicants never received this mailed Notice to File Missing Parts. Since 
Applicants' representatives did not receive the Notice to File Missing Parts, Applicants 
unavoidably were not able to timely respond to the Office communication. Applicants 
submit herewith relevant statements from Applicants' representatives and evidence to support 
this assertion and respectfully request that this Response to the Notice to File Missing Parts 
be accepted. 

Applicants' representatives provide the following account of how mail received from 
the Office is recorded. A select group of individuals opens all Office mail and records each 
individual piece of mail in a daily mail log. Specific individuals then enter the daily mail log 
into a database read by the daily docketing computer application. These individuals double

and sometimes triple-check to ensure that the serial number and docket number listed on the 
Office Communication correctly identifies and corresponds to Applicants' information within 
the daily docketing database. If there is a due date associated with the Office 
communication, this too is entered into the database. Entry of this information into the 
database allows the case-specific workers to gain access to all information associated with a 
given US Patent Application. This is a very effective system. All correspondence pertaining 
to a particular application is united with the file wrapper and brought to the attention of the 
responsible attorney of record. 

Applicants' representatives, on January 14, 2004, informed the Patent Office that 
Applicants' representatives are still awaiting to receive the Notice to File Missing Parts, as 
indicated in the enclosed attachment. However, no subsequent reply from the Patent Office 
was indicated to have been received by the Applicants' representatives. Applicants' 
representatives also attach herewith computer printouts of electronic records of all Office 
Communications received for the instant application. These printouts show that the Notice to 
File Missing Parts was first retrieved by the Applicants' representatives from the PAIR 
system on December 2, 2004. Applicants' representatives have subsequently searched the 
entire file wrapper for the presence of any Office communication that indicated that the 
Notice to File Missing Parts was received before December 2, 2004. However, nothing to 
this effect was found. Applicants' representatives also note that although PAIR does not 
indicate that the application was actually abandoned, the period for a timely reply to the 
Notice to File Missing Parts, even with additional extensions of time, has already passed. As 
such, the application may be considered abandoned by the Patent Office. 

In light of the foregoing explanation and the attached computer printouts submitted in
